Drawings

Claim 39 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by Taylor et al. 
(6,258,098 B1). Taylor et al. teaches a fixation element attached by a tether connector 
to through the proximal end of a second fixation element (spiral-20) to the elongated 
portion (Fig. 6b). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3, 6-13, 15, 17-26, 28-29 and 31-38 are allowed. 

Claims 40-41 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
